The difficulty experienced by 
the 
jiggermen of this community in secur­ 
ing male helpers is responsible for a 
new move on the part of both manu­ 
facturers and jiggermen to do away 
with men finishers. 
The tradesmen 
engaged 
at 
this 
work have three (lasses of helpers. 
mold runners, batters-out and finish­ 
ers or jolleymen, and it is often im­ 
possible 
to secure the services 
of 
boys for the two former jobs, neeessi 
fating a loaf on the part of the jig 
germen. 
This condition of affairs is 
due to the fact that when a mold run­ 
ner, who receives anywhere from $1 
to $1.50 per day, gets along with his 
trade to a certain point he makes a 
demand for advancement to the posi­ 
tion of batting-out. This 
work, 
al­ 
though laborious, 
commands 
wages 
from $1.50 to $2 per day, and is natur­ 
ally more desirable. 
Their work in 
this line brings them in contact with 
the finishers and gives them an in 
sight into that trade. 
It is not long 
until they manifest a desire to secure 
a finishing job, tho main reason for 
this being that they receive more pay 
and the work is lighter. 
A finisher 
under favorable conditions, can make 
$3 per day, and is a most reslrable 
berth for both men and women. 
Recently the disposition of the men 
to do finishing has become so mani- I 
fest that it is almost Impossible to 
secure the services of a batter-Out.. 
In many of the potteries the man-1 
agement has taken a hand and orders 
have been issued requiring jiggermen j 
to engage girls for this class of work, j 
and others have taken it up. 
The jiggermen have also became in-1 
ter es ted. and while no action has been j 
taken by No. 12, a large majority o f ; 
the men have determined to have none 
but girls In the future. 
The claim is 
made that the work turned out by the 
girls is much better on account 
of 
their ability to handle the ware more 
carefully. 
It is likely this move will become 
general within a short time.

Coming dow n the Snoomish river on 
the main line above Everett a slight ne- 
rideut occurred to the special train 
hearing President Jam es J. Hill which 
in iglu have easily been much more se­ 


r i o u s , says the Seattle Times. The train 
was running at a low rate of speed, yet 
the accident threw’ the engine from the 
track and delayed it. together with No. 
It. which was running closely behind. 
for a few m inutes until the engine 
could lie replaced on the rails and until 
the astute railroad m agnate had seized 
an opportunity to illustrate to some of 
bis subordinates that be still possessed 
a keen grasp of all the m inute details 
of railroading by giving them pointers 
in the work of restoring the locomotive 
to its jiroper position on tho rails. 
The accident was caused by a plank 
tieing slightly out of place a t a wagon 
road crossing about ten miles aliove 
Everett. The train w as running along 
at a leisurely gait, w’lien the occupants 
of the car felt a sudden nnd severe 
Jolting motion, and the train w as w ith­ 
in a short distance brought to a com ­ 
plete stop. 
The president wffs the first man to 
alight from the train and dlseoverThat 
the engine had been lifted from the 
rails and that It had then run some 
distance on the ties, though getting but 
a short distance aw ay laterally. Tools 
were imm ediately procured from the 
tool boxes and jackscrew s placed under 
the axles of the locomotive. President 
Hill watched the operation with some 
interest, and as the huge iron horse was 
about to be lifted from its position he 
sa id: 
“T h at w’on’t do. 
Y'ou have a poor 
hold.” 
A few’ more tu rn s of the Jack, nnd the 
base slipped slightly, rendering the a t ­ 
tempt ineffectual, and It became neces­ 
sary to plant the jack again and take 
another bold. 
It w as then that Mr. Hill 
took a hand. T aking hold upon the jack. 
e placed it in position upon a solid fouu 
datlon of wood and. changing it s i g h t ­ 
ly once or twice until he got it to satis­ 
fy him. then throw ing a handful of 
sand on the place from which it was 
most likely to slip, rem arked th a t this 
time it would hold.
